APPENDIX 

LICENSING CONDITIONS FOR IMPORT FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM UNDER 
THE UK/INDIA MAINTENANCE GRANT, 1977, 

'General Condition* 

r. Each import licence will bear superscription “UK/INDIA MAINTENANCE GRANT 
.1977”. In addition, each import licence will also bear the Code “R/MG”. 
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2 . Where an import licence is issued against, tha £ i 5 million Segment earmarked for allo¬ 
cations under the import policy for “bstablished Importers” it will also be affixed with a RUB¬ 
BER STAMP “UK/INDIA MAINTENANCE GRANT i 977 —£ i 5 MILLION SEGMENT 
FOR ESTABLISHbD IMPORTERS”. This will be in addition to the suflix ‘ R MG” men¬ 
tioned in para i above 

(Note.— The payment procedure and the documentation laid down in paragraphs 9 to 
II below will apply to allocations under £ I 5 million Segment also.) 


3, The import licence will be valid lor imports only Irom the U,K (which expression in thin- 
context will include the Ghannel Islands and the Isle of Man) ol goods or materials wholly or 
mainly produced ur manuluctured m the U K. 

4 Minnmwi lalue of Import Licence —The minimum value for which an import licence 
can Issue for imports of spares, components and/or raw mateiials, etc. under the UK/India Main¬ 
tenance Grant 1977 is Rs. 10,000/- (Rupees Ten Thousand only) This limit will, however, 
not apply to SSI Units, in which case the import licence for a value not less than Rs. 1,000/- 
(Rupecs one thousand only; cun be issued by the licensing authoriiy 

‘S Vahditv of Import Licence —The import licence will he valid for a period of TWELVE 
(12) months from the date ot its issue 


6. Intimation of Import Licence puriictt/iirf.—Within a fortnight of receipt of the import 
licence the importers should intimate to the Department of Economic Affairs (Section Officer 
WE II Section , New Delhi, the details i 1 import licence viz complete number, date, us value 
and the Supeisciiption thereof together with a pholo\tat copy of the import licence. A copy of 
the intimation together with a photostat copy ot the import licence should also be endorsed to 
the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit fCAA&A), Ministry of Finance (Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Aftairs), UCG Bank Building, Parliament Sticer, New Delhi Any changes m the value/ 
list of goods in the import licence should likewise be communicated along-with photostat copy 
of the import licence to Section Officer, WE II Section (Department of Economic Affairs) and 
Controller of Aid Accounts k Audit, Ministry of Finance (Department ot Economic Affairs),. 
New Delhi. 

Placement of Orders 

7. (a) Ordenng Period .—Firm Orders on CU' fFOH FAS if so desired by Government 
Department, Public Sector Undertakings) must be placed on the U K suppliers within FOUR 
(4) months from the date of issue of the impoit licence It may be clarified here that “Firm 
Orders” would mean not only the placement ol orders by the Indian importers but also confirma¬ 
tion by U K suppliers m writing within the specified period of four months In other words 
ordering would not only mean placement of oidcrs on the puit of Indian importers hut also 
acceptance or confirmation on the part of U K suppliers 

(b"! Extension in Ordering Period .—In cases where fnm orders could not he placed within 
four months for valid reasons, the licensee should approach the Import Licence Issuing Autho¬ 
rity, immediately, giving the reasons for the delay m placing orders and indicating the date by 
which orders would be placed, for getting the ordenng period [as prescribed in para 7(a) above], 
suitably extended .Such requests will he considered on merits by the Licensing Authorities- 
who mav grant extension upto a further maximum period of FOUR months If, however, ex¬ 
tension IS sought beyond EIGHT months from the date ot issue ot the import licence, such pro¬ 
posals will invariably be referred by the Licensing Authorities to the Department ot Economic 
AffaiTB (WE II Section), Ministry of Finance, Notih Block, New Delhi. 

(c) The term “Firm Orders” used in these licensing conditions would connote plscfment 
of orders for the full value of the licence vsithm the validity period for ordering and NOT for 
part of licence value In case an importer has not been able to place orders lor the full value of 
the licence during the initial or extended validity, vide para 7(b) above, then the licence will be 
deemed to be available only to the extent to which firm oideis were placed within the validity 
period for placement o) orders. 

(d) The authorised dealer in foreign cxchai gc will not allow any remittance or facihtits ft 1 
estabhshment ot letter of credit unless satistacloiy documenlarv evidence is prccuced by the li¬ 
censee, indicating the placement ol firm oidcrs within the initial four months or the extendi d 
period specifically allowed by the licensing authority [refer note below para 8(b)] 


Origin of Goods 

'i. Respnnsihihty of the impm ten to ensure U.K contents —fa) Import licences ur e'er the UK| 
India Maintenance Grant 1977 will uormalJv be valid only for goods and/or materials procured 
and produced or manufactured m the United Kmgdom The Indian importer will be well 
advised in his own interest tn ascertain from the UK. suppliers, beforehand, whcthei 
the proposed imports contain any non-UK element, and if so, the percentage thereof Under 
no circumstances should he enter into a firm commitment or contract with a Lt K. supplier 
without specifically ascertaining this point. 
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(b) When on such enquiry it is revealed that the goods proposed to be imported 
have non-UK element, the matter must be brought to the notice of the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (WE II Section), 
New Delhi for confirmation whether the importer should proceed with the 
finalisation of his ordcr/contract with the prospective UK supplier In this connection 
U may be mentioned that in exceptional cases non-UK element upto a linut of 20% of the 
FOB value of the goods m a single contract may be agreed to be financed under the UK/India 
Maintenance Grant 1977, provided the non-UK content forms an integral part of the finished 
products, and the non-UK origin material cannot be used independently of the finished 
products, proposed to be imported For this purpose the Indian importer should apply for a 
specific approval enclosing a copy of the Contract Certificate, duly signed by the UK suppliers, 
jn the pre'-'cribed form [Annexure It or Annexure III (Appendix C or Appendix C Chemicals)— 
as is appropriate] to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE II Section), Ministry of Finance 
North Block, New Delhi. 

Note,—T he importers while approaching the authorised Bank for opening a letter of credit 
arc required to make available (prescribed number of copies) contract and the con¬ 
tract certificate, duly signed by the UK suppliers, m addition to other documents 
that may be needed by that Bank. 


Payments 

9. Payments to the UK. suppliers, —(a) Payments to the U.K. supphers can be arranged 
through normal banking channels, by making remittances 

(b) Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. 

(c) Ail payments must be completed within TWO months of the expiry of import licence 
or within the period prescribed in the Import Control Policy announced from time to time, 
whichever is less, 

(d) Payments towards Indian Agent’s Commission —All payments towards the Indian 
Agents’ Commission should be made in Rupees 111 India. Such payments will, however, form 
part of the licence value and will, iheiefore, be charged to the licence. 

Reimbursement 

10. For obtaining reimbursement under the UK/Tndia Maintenance Grant 1977, Govern¬ 
ment of India have to fiunish to the U K. Authorities* 

ip.) a copy of a certificate fiom the Contactor concerned in the United Kingdom in the 
form sec out m Appendix G or Appendix C (Chemicals) (.Annexure II or III)—which¬ 
ever IS appropriate, and 

(1) In those cares where an Appendix C Certificate (Annexure II) has been provided, 
a payment Ccrlificate in the form set out in Appendix B (Aimcxurc I) and the in¬ 
voices referred to therein for relcntion by the Government of the United Kingdom; 
or 

(ii) In those egsef where an Appendix C (Chemicals) Certificate (Annexure III) 
has been provided the appropriate invoices only; 

(b) Such other evidence as tlic Government of the United Kingdom may from time to 
time require ot the details of the payment for which reimbursement is requi ltd. 

Documentation 

11. The importer is responsible to ■'cc that the UK supplier completes and submits the 
documents detailed below, at the time of claiming payment for the goods supplied'— 

(a) The original invoice with sufficient number of photo copies or copies by any other 
process. [The invoice ‘hould show the name and address of the importer, import 
licence No. and date, quantity and detailed description of each item supplied, -ales 
price for each item reflecting all trade discounts, the basis of delivery (C&F or GIF) 
and the sterling cost of any incidental 'erviccs including delivery services or mEirme 
or transportation insurance] 

(b) Sufficient number of copies of the Payment Certificate in the form given in Annexi re I 

(Appendix B; not required in respect of contracts for which Contract Certifictt, 
{ChcmicaLl in the form given n. Annexure III [Appendix C (.Chemicals)] has b en 
provided For this purpose, a specimen blank torm of the Payment Certificate 
m the prescribed form should be attached to the letter of credit for completion by tlm 
supplier at the time of obtaining payment. 

(c) Adequate number of copies or photostat copies of the Contract Certificate prescribed 

in Annexure II or Anr.cxurc III [Appendix C or Appendix C (Chemical)]. 
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ndlan Bank’s responsibility to enable the Government of India to obtain Reimbursement 
under the U.K. Grant 

12. While opening Letter of Credit, the authorised Kvchange Brnk in Ind'n will, on behalf 
of the importer, take care to incorporate necesjary conditions in the Letter of Credit to ensure 
chat the above requirements of documentation arc noted and complied with by the t,l K sup¬ 
plier!,. 

13. Indian Bank, after remitting sterling payment*, should wirhm the next SEVEN (yl days, 
send the necessary documents to the Controllers ol Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministry of I'lnance, 
Department of Economic Aftairs, LICO Bank Building, Parliamenl Street, New Delhi, to enable 
the Government of India to obtain the necessary rcimbusement under the U K Grant. The 
documents to be furnished are — 

(.a) Contract Certificate in the form at Annexurc II or Annexiirc III [Appendix C or Ap¬ 
pendix C [Chemical .)—as is approrpriate], duly signed by the U.K. supplier. 

(b) Payment Certificate in the form given in Annexure I (Appendix B), duly signed by the 
U.K. supplier. 

(c) A copy of invoice, containing all details a*^ mentioned in para iii,a) above 

14. These arrangements do nor absolve the liccntee of hi., responsibility to ensure that ap 
the documents, as indicated above, are forwarded from time to time by the bank, duly com¬ 
pleted in all respects, to the Ministry of Finance for obtaining necessary reimbursement under 
the U.K. Grant. 

Reports on the utilisation of the Import Licences 

15. A quarterly report, as in Annexurc IV, shown g the utilisation status of the licence, 
should be furnished to the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Mir istry of Finance rDcpartment 
of Economc Affairt), UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi, until the licence is 
fully utilised, with a copy to Section Officer WE II Section, Ministry ofFinance (Department 
of Economc Affairs), New Delh', so as to reach within TWO WEEKS of the cxpiiy of the quarter. 

Miscellaneous 

t6. Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions .—^The licensee should apprise the foreign 
supplier of any special provibionb m the import licence which m ly affect the suppliers in carry¬ 
ing out the transactions. 


17. Refunds from U K. Suppliers —If any refunds arc received by the licensee from the sup- 
plicr, the biiipper or the insurer, a full report showing the amount!, received, together with other 
relevant prticulars, should be sent to the Ministry of Finance a, the addres indicated in para 
13 above, as and when such refunds arc received. The report regarding refund" should be as 
m the proforma m Annexure V. 

18 Disputes .—It should be understood that the Government of India woll not undertake 
any responsibility for disputcF, if any, which may arise between the licensee and the suppliers. 

19. Compliance with Future Instructions —The licensee shall promptly comply wth any 
directions, instructions or orders issued by the Government regarding any and all matters arising 
from or pertaining to the import licence and lor meeting all obligations under the credit agree¬ 
ments. 

20. Breach or Any breach or violation of the above conditions will result in ap¬ 

propriate action under the Import and Export (Control) Act
